Office Action Summary 
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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' response, which included cancellation of claims 2-6, filed on 
4/3/2006, is made of record. Claim 1 is now pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

In reply filed on 9/28/2005, Applicants' had elected with traverse of Group I 
having formula la or lb where x^^"^ are carbon along with election of a species for 
examination in is acknowledged. Claims 1-6 were examined to the extent they embrace 
the elected subject matter. Applicants' traversal was not found persuasive and the 
restriction requirement was deemed proper and was therefore made FINAL 

As for species election, examiner will search the species a subgenus of the 
species and apply the art if found. Otherwise, examiner will expand search to include 
the elected broad genus as per MPEP. 

In the current response, applicants' have cancelled claims 2-6 and claim 1 will be 
examined to the extent it embraces the elected subject matter. 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i). 

In view of applicants' response, all 112 first and second paragraph rejections 
made in the previous office action have been rendered moot. Furthermore, in view of 
applicants' pointing out that the instant priority date is same as US 6,322,770 and the 
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fact that the other provisional application 60/080150 (filing date 3/31/1998) of the said 
US patent does not include the embraced subject matter, the 102 (e) rejection over US 
6,322,770 is deemed as obviated. However, the following rejection made in the 
previous office action is maintained. 

Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 11 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d887. 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Omum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel. 422 F.2d438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed tenninal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claim 1 is rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-5 of U.S. Patent No. 6,322,770. 
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Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because the subject matter embraced in the instant claims is also embraced 
in the US patent 6,322.770. Compare Q, L, C definitions of the said patent with instant 
Q, L and Ch. Note Ch as defined in the instant application is also embraced in C of the 
US patent. Thus, it would be obvious to one trained in the art to make the compounds 
taught in the US 6,322,770 including instant genus of claimi and expect these 
compounds to have utility taught therein. 

This rejection is same as made in the previous office action but now limited to 
pending claim 1 .
